3,853,251 acres in the six northern 


counties will be separated from 
the British crown, too, 
After all, it has taken the Irish 


only 780 years to reach the point 
they are today. That is, they have 
at long last freed the scenery of 
Ireland, the picture postcard part. 
They don’t feel it will take another 
780 years to gather in Ulster, the 
six-county northern part where 
Ireland's wealth and industry cen- 
tens.

He 
spoke of hiding in the carcass of 
while British soldiers 
searched for him. This, I am sure, 
was pure imagination. 

One of his 10 sons met and mar- 
ried my mother, Margaret Gava- 
gan, who had come from Ireland 
at 16. Her eight sisters also came 


over, leaving their one brother to 
till the small family farm in’ 
County Mayo. 


I grew as did most second 
generation Irish-Americans, to 
become a semi-professional Irish- 
man. How could you help it when

the old folks began weeping for 
“the dark land” under England's 
heel ? 


And here in New York I met; 
an Irish woman janiior who had 
lived through the Easter rebellion 
in Dublin. 

“IT saw the English tie our poor 
boys to their cars by the legs,” 
she said, “and they drove about 
the streets dashing Irish brains 
out against the cobblestones.” And 
she wept as she told it. The Irish 
have a long memory. 


I went to London during the 
war expecting to dislike the Brit- 
ish intensely.

The National Foundation also 
listed the following symptoms of 
infantile paralysis: headache, nau- 
sea or upsét stomach, muscle sore- 
ness or stiffness, and unexplained 
fever. Should polio strike in your 
family, call a doctor immediately. 
Early diagnosis and prompt treat- 
ment by qualified medical personnel 
often prevent serious crippling, the 
National Foundation pointed out.

CUT OUT AND KEEP FOR REFERENCE 
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Pot Calling Kettle Black

Winston Churchill once referred” 
to ‘Russia as “an enigma wrapped 
in a mystery.” It is a British 
mental habit to find most coun- 
tries enigmatic, and Britain trans- 
parently simple. But for an out- 
sider, even for one so at home 
in Britain as this columnist, Bri- 
tain remains in many respects the 
most enigmatic country in the 
world. 


It has, for instance, since 1945 
undergone a profouni and, in my 
opinion, irreversible revolution, 
which has radically altered the 
whole class structure from an 
economic viewpoint at least; yet 
there has been no radical break 
in continuity, there remains a 
deep traditionalism, and there is 
marked absence of a revolutionary 
or counterrevolutionary spirit. 

I have asked both laborites and 
conservatives: what is there about 
this government thai you like; 
what about it is wrong? And the 
extent to which they give the same 
answer, is astonishing. 

Both says there is too much. 
bureaucracy and that the actions 
of the many new agencies that 
have sprung into being are too ar- 
bitrary. Both say there is too 
little private initiative. Both con- 
firm that there is too little work 
effort. The difference between 
them is in emphasis and explana- 
tion. 

Both agree—laborites with en- 
thusiasm, conservatives with res- 
ignation — that the main social 
fact of our age is the “rise of the 
masses,” bringing with its ines- 
capable social changes. Both ac- 
cept—the one with joy, the other 
\with distaste — the fundamental 
premise of British socialism, a 
state-planned and largely state- ad- 
ministered economy. 

Where, ideologically speaking, 
differences are of degree, quality. 
and personnel, rather that funda- 
mental theory, it is difficult to 
work up the bitter hatreds that 
usually accompany revolutions. 
If, for instance, one compares the 
attitude of most members of he 
F. B. I. (Federation of British In- 
dustries) with what could be an- 
ticipated under similar circum- 
stances from members of the na- 
tional association of manufactur- 
ers, one is astonished at their fair- 
mindedness toward the laborites, 
their scrupulous attempts to give 
credit where credit is due, and their 
moderation in general. 

Yet the possessing classes in 
Britain are being as surely put 
out of existence as they are behind 
the iron curtain. It is simply be- 
ing done much more gradually, 
and in a much nicer, kinder way. 

There are, for instance, still 
very rich people in Britain. I 
spent the week end with one of 
them, in a 100-room house, on a 
5,000-acre estate. where there was 
nothing visible to indicate any 
change whatever. The food was 
exquisite. Servants packed and 
unpacked, pressed one’s clothes, 


| prepared baths, served breakfast, 


of social classes—and on both 
sides. Even “Nye” Beyan, the en- 
fant terrible of ‘the labor party’s 
| left wing, is quite cosy in social 
intercourse with members of the 
classes he so angrily denounces 
in the House of Commons. Though 
he is wont to declaim about the 
wretched deprivations of this 
childhood, his present plumpness 
laid out clothing. There were 
horses to ride and motors to take 
one around the country. And my 
host was even elected on the con- 
servative ticket, by a large major-

One marks the singular ab- 
sence of the dogmatic ideologies 
and virulent class hatreds usually 
associated with radical overturn 
—amusingly enough, it is the lab- 
orites who become fat—and the 
fact that he is a minister of the 
crown, having achieved this dis- 
tinction without bloodshed and 
purges, make him quite a differ- 
ent type of revolutionary than 
one meets on the continent, eith- 
er west or east of the iron cur- 
tain.

WASHINGTON, (®) — There 
are rumors here that Russia is 
getting ready to lift the Berlin 
blocka2e. 

They’re starting at a pretty im- 
portant time, as this story will 
show. 

This is the setting: 

The Russians, Americans, Brit- 
ish, and French occupy four sec- 
tors of Berlin, just as they hold 
four zones of Germany. But Ber- 
lin is entirely within the Russian 
zone. 

About a year ago Russia block- 
ed all land approaches from the 
west to Berlin. Since then this 
country has had to send supplies 
in by plane—the airlift—at a cost 
of around $5,000,000 a month now. 

This has been pretty awkward 
for the Americans, British and 
French. But it’s been awkward 
for the Russians, too. 

Because of their own blockade, 
they’ve shut themselves off froma 
the industrial supplies they’ve 
needed from the American, Brit- 
ish and French zones of Ger- 
many. 

Lifting the blockade would let 
those supplies in. That might be 
one reason for lifting it. Anoth- 
er might be a real desire to ease 
the East-West tension, for Rus- 
sia hasn't been winning the cold 
war. 

Any athe reasons? Several, 
maybe. For instance. throwing a 
monkey wrench into the plans for 
Britain and 
France to set up a new German 


| government in their western zones. 


In the first place, the Russians 
and her three former allies have 
never reached any kind of peace 


| settlement on Germany. 
And I know that if Engiand ever | 


The western powers have re- 
fused to talk with Russia about 


|a settlement until the blockade 


is lifted.

HOLLYWOOD (/)--Let’s take 
a drive out Sunset boulevard. 

This long and erratic artery is 
soon to have a big movie named 
after it, so you should know about 
it. In many ways it is more glam- 
orous and legendary than its more 


famous brother, Hollywood boule- 
vard. But let’s find out for our- 
selves. 


Sunset boulevard begins where 
Los Angeles was born, near the 
old Plaza church founded by the 
Spanish missionaries. It’s the first 
street many visitors to L. A. trav- 
el, since it runs into the bustling 
union station. : 


We'll hasten out the first few 
miles through one of the older and 
duller districts of Los Angeles. 
The film town begins where Sun- 
set joins Hollywood boulevard. 
On a moonless night, you might 
find this area rich with ghosts. 

Here D. W. Griffith built the 
biggest set of all time for ‘Intol- 
erance”’. Charley Ray bumbled 
boyishly, and William S. Hart gal- 
loped through a nearby canyon. 
John Barrymore once hunted Moby 
Dick on the old Vitagraph lot, now 
a television studio. ; 

We pass the old Fox lot, which 
Tom Mix and Will Rogers once 
supported, and the old Warners 
studio, now a bowling alley. 
There’s the present Columbia 
studios, a curious collection of old 
and new. 

Now we come to radio row—the 
CBS and NEC citadels where 
comics grind out corn for lis- 
tening millions. Sandwiched be- 
tween the two networks are the 
Palladium, home of the rug-cut- 
ters, and Farl Carroll's restaur- 
ant, through whese portals pass 
“the most beautiful girls in the 
world”. 

A famous intersection—Sunset 
and Vine. Here in 1911 Cecil B. 
DeMille and Jesse Lasky made 
“The Scuaw Man” , one of the first 
Hollywood features. Now it’s a 
haven for rubbernecks, broad- 
casters and beboope*s. 

At LaBrea and Sunset we find

Meanwhile, they’ve gone ahead 
with plans, and hopes, for setting 
up the German government: in 
their zones. This would be a west- 
ern German government, separate 
from whatever was done in the 
Russian zone. 

The Russians haven't liked the 
idea and talked of setting up a dif- 
ferent German government in 
their zone. 

If they lifted the blockade and 
got the peace talks going, this 
might cause a long delay in set- 
ting up the western government. 

The delay might have an irri- 
tating effect on the Germans wiio 
have been without any govern- 
ment of their own since the war. 

But Russia might have some- 
thing. else in mind, such as throw- 
ing a harpoon into the Atlantic 
pact and the Marshall Plan. 

Congress hasn't yet this year 
tackled the problem of actuaily 
voting money for the Marshall 
Plan or money for arms under the 
Atlantic pact. 

The Marshall plan's purpose is 
to help the western (uropean 
countries get back on their feet 
and stand as a wall against Com- 
munism. 

And under the Atlantic pact 
we're supposed to send arms to 
those democracies so they'll have 
confidence they can block any 
move by Russia. 

But if, through lifting of the 
Berlin blockade, Congress though 
the tension and danger in Eur- 
ope was easing, then — 

It might cut down Marshall plan 
aid and not vote any money 
at all for our allies in the pact. 

But any peaceful move by Rus- 
sia, such as lifting the block- 
ade, doesn’t mean Russia has lost 
a battle or retreated a step. It 
might mean only that she is tem- 
porarily sidestepping.

Expert Predict 


Low Grocery Bills 


WASHINGTON (2?) — Government farm economists say 
that if you are a low income city dweller you would get the 
most direct benefit from the proposed new farm program. 

They say the program would hold down grocery bills. 
Since -the low-income man puts out a larger part of his 
income for food than does his richer neighbor, his saving 


would be greater in proportion. 
The program might, indirectly, @————————__________ 


cost the high-income man money. 
With his high income, he pays 
high taxes. And it is proposed that 
the farm program be financed 
with tax money. Therefore the 
high-income man certainly would 
be carrying a heavier part of the 
load even if actual taxes were not 
increased to carry the farm pro- 
gram. 

Charles F. Brannan, secretary 
of agriculture, worked out the new 
farm plan with the depression of 
the 30s vividly -in mind. He says 
iow prices for farm products, cut- 
ting the incomes of farmers, was 
an important factor in starting 
the depression. 

At the same time, he says, city 
people must be able to buy all 
‘the food they need. This means 
prices for farm products must be 
reasonable. 

Brannan places considerable em- 
phasis upon how the farm pro- 
gram will affect the city dwellers. 
One reason for this is the fact that 
he was designated to present to 
congress the administration's 
whole economic program—not just 
the farm program. 

He has proposed that the gov- 
ernment pay farmers a direct sub- 
sidy from taxes if their income 
drops below a level that prevents 
them from maintaining a “fair” 
standard of living. 

At the same time he is propos- 
ing that most of the goods that 
the farmer produces remain in 
the market. He says abundant 
goods tend to keep down prices 
the consumer pays. 

Under some previous price sup- 
port programs the government 
took some of the crop out of the 
market—even destroyed portions 
of it. 

The purpose wag to reduce the 





quantity available to the public, |

the prices the consumer had to 


pay. This is the philosophy of 
scarcity. 

The economists say the new 
plan would tend to reduce some 
food prices for the consumer be- 


cause it would encourage the farm- 





er to grow abundant supplies, yet 
maintain jhis income. ° 

Brannan says even heavy tax- 
payers stand to benefit under the 
farm program because it would 
stabilize U. S. economic conditions 
to have a “solid” farm program. 

Rep. Pace (D.-Ga.) objected to 
the new plan. He says there is no 
guarantee that any lower prices 
for farm products will be passed 
on to the people who have to buy 
food. 

He says the middlemen—people 
who process food and sell it to the 
public—may be able to buy from 
the farmer at lower prices but 
that they won't pass on these 
lower costs to the consumer.
